CSZ is planning a theatre party for the 
musical Dirty Dreams of a Clean-Cut Kid 
atJosie’s Cabaret, 16th and Market streets, 
December 1 at 8 pm.

Written and directed by CSZ member 
Henry Mach (who delivered our Yom 
Kippur morning sermon this year), Dirty 
Dreams won the 1991 Cable Car Award 
for Outstanding Theatre. 

Steve Warren in the Sentinel called this 
production “tuneful, upbeat and sex- 
positive,” stating that “I heard sobbing 
on my right, laughter on my left and 
applause all around. The audience was 
relating like crazy.” 

Alternately funny, sexy, irreverent and 
moving, the show was described by the 
author as “90 minutes worth of every- 
thing we think of in the three minutes 
before we’re about to get our HIV-test 
results.” 

As unlikely as that sounds as the ba- 
sis for a musical hit, the original 
production in 1990 ran for three months 
at Theatre Rhinoceros, becoming one of 
the biggest financial successes in Rhino’s 
14-year history. 

The revival at Josie’s Cabaret, which 
allowed Mach and his collaborator, New 
York composer Paul Katz, to cut, add 
and revise parts of the show, ran for six 
weeks, lauded by the Bay Area Reporter 
as “... even more moving than the origi- 
nal version.” It is returning for just seven 
performances, starting November 29, 
before going on to other cities. 

The theatre party will be a unique 
opportunity to share a special theatrical 
event with our Sha’ar Zahav commu- 
nity. Space is limited, so call early.

President’s Column 


Volunteer, Socialize, Support 


Piends often ask me these days what 
it’s like being president of Sha’ar Zahav. 
Believe it or not, what I usually say is 
that lam enjoying ita lot. So far the work, 
while time consuming, is not overwhelm- 
ing, and I am seeing slow, but steady 
progress in enacting some of my person- 
al goals as well as goals from the Long 
Range Plan. I particularly like meeting 
members and friends and connecting 
faces to names that I have seen on lists or 
heard of from other people. Chairing 
board meetings with the Va’ad has been 
far less scary than I thought. However, I 
must confess that one task! do not relish 
is writing this column every month. 
Should I be newsy, reflective, personal, 
organizational, inspiring, factual? I’ve 
decided that I’ll sit down at the comput- 
er and see what comes out—probably a 
little of everything. I’ll try to keep our 
readers up on what's happening, as well 
as express my feelings about what's im- 
portant and what I’m trying to accom- 
plish. (By the end of two years, I might 
have it all figured out.) 

Volunteerism: One of the themes I 
spoke of in my inaugural remarks was 
the importance of volunteerism and how 
I have grappled with striking a balance 
between the synagogue’s asking of us 
and the synagogue’s giving back to us.

I strongly recognize that people who 
volunteer deserve and need our appre- 
ciation. If you’ve been reading the 
Forward lately, you have noticed our 
Volunteer-of-the-Month column. Each 
month we are trying to highlight the 
volunteer efforts of one or two mem- 
bers who have consistently worked hard. 
A small recompense for hard work, it is 
a way to say “thank you.” Soon we will 
be starting to honor each of our commit- 
tees witha special synagogue-sponsored 
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oneg. We plan to have these perhaps 
every other month and will take the 
time to explain what the committee does 
and honor all of the committee mem- 
bers. The first committee to be so 
honored will be Bikkur Cholim on No- 
vember 15.

Spending a 
few cozy hours on a late fall afternoon 
by a crackling fire should be very pleas- 
ant, so | hope many of you will drop in. 

Anyone who has any ideas for other 
social events such as. potluck dinners, 
theater parties, informal dances, outings 
to art exhibits, and so on, should let me 
or Tiela Chalmers (our program vice 
president) know. We'll see if the event is 
possible and, if so, we'll try to get it 
organized.

Support: The past few months have 
been very difficult for many of our mem- 
bers. In addition to the political setback 
that the lesbian and gay community has 
experienced, since the beginning of July 
we have lost eight members, including 
a Va’ad member, Jeffrey Miller. I person- 
ally have two very dear friends who are 
quite ill, and I often feel emotionally 
drained, burdened with responsibility, 
and guilty for not doing enough. I al- 
ways appreciate the personal support 
that my friends at Sha’ar Zahav offer 
me, as well as the contemplative peace- 
fulness of our Shabbat services. We are 


all experiencing stress and grief in our 
lives, so let us reach out to our friends at 
Sha’ar Zahav and find ways to tap into 
the friendliness, the haimishness, and the 
joy inherent in our synagogue commu- 
nity to sustain us through these difficult 
times.

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Rabbi’s Column 


Life-Threatening Illnesses 


In the traditional liturgy for Shabbat 
morning, special benedictions are recit- 
ed immediately after the Torah is read. 
Locating the blessings at this place in the 
service serves two different purposes. 
On the one hand, it “personalizes” the 
blessing—for health, family or other con- 
cerns—to the person who has come up 
to the Torah for an aliyah. On the other 
hand, it is the time when the greatest 
number of worshippers are present to 
participate in the hearing and affirma- 
tion of the prayer. Thus, a person whose 
family member is ill might be called to 
the Torah for analiyahand, immediately 
after, have the misheberach prayer recited 
on behalf of the loved one. 

In our congregation at all times, many 
people have loved ones who are ill. Ours 
is a synagogue with HIV. Beginning in 
early 1986, we began to say the mi she- 
berach prayer at each one of our services. 
However, we did not pray the tradi- 
tional text exactly as it is found in other 
prayerbooks. Because of the times we 
are living in, we are not able to say an 
individual prayer on behalf of each per- 
son who is sick. We therefore rewrote 
the prayer in the plural, turning our 
hearts and prayers toward “all who are 
sick.” Wishing to include the full range 
of HIV disease, we asked for God's bless- 
ing on “all who have been touched by 
AIDS and related illness.” Finally, we 
felt that the traditional text asking for a 
rapid recovery, “May the Holy One 
quickly send him/her a complete heal- 
ing, a healing of body and a healing of 
spirit ...,” is inappropriate when, at any 
time, many of those who are ill are pre- 
paring for death and physical recovery 
is no longer possible. We therefore 
changed the original prayer’s individual 
hope to a collective goal which more 
closely reflects the theology of our com- 
munity: “May they and we soon know a 
time of complete healing, a healing of 
the body and a healing of the spirit, and 
let us say: Amen.” (Of course, there is 
no single “theology of our community.” 
The members of the Ritual Committee 
could not, in fact, agree on a single text 
of the revised mi sheberach and therefore 
our siddur includes two!) 

After about two years of including 
this prayer in every service, we changed 
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our practice again. Until this point, in- 
dividual names were announced by the 
service leader if informed in advance. 
At my suggestion, we began to pause 
and invite everyone in the sanctuary to 
say “out loud or in your heart” the 
names of the people who are in our 
prayers. This custom has become an 
important and powerful part of our 
communal spiritual life. It was about 
this time that we reprinted our siddurim 
and included the two versions of the 
English, plus a now rarely used origi- 
nal-to-CSZ Hebrew translation, in the 
form then in use. In recent months, I 
have been encouraging the congrega- 
tion not all to call out at once, but instead 
to slow down and listen to one another 
as we express our prayers towards the 
names of the people we care for. 


Recently, we have made another 
change in our practice. Although we 
sought to be inclusive in our language, 
the mi sheberach as it now reads does not 
fully acknowledge the many life-threat- 
ening illnesses people in our 
congregation and families are living 
with—from cancer to diabetes to lupus. 
Immersed as we are in one epidemic, 
many of us are unaware of the epidemic 
of breast cancer among women. Two of 
our members have died of this disease 
and many others are threatened by it. 


In our continuing effort to make CSZ’s 
liturgy reflect the truth of all of our lives, 
thé Ritual Committee recently resolved 
to change the language of our mi sheber- 
ach prayer now to read “bless ... all who 
have been touched by AIDS and all life- 
threatening illness.” We decided not to 
list any other specific illnesses at this 
time but instead to use the inclusive all 
life-threatening illness. Although we will 
not be changing the printed text until 
our next revision of the prayerbook, ser- 
vice leaders will say the blessing using 
this corrected version. 


God, reveal Your compassion upon all 
who are ill and comfort them. Speedily and 
soon, let us all see together a day of complete 
healing, a healing of body and a healing of 
spirit, and let us say: Amen.

November Volunteer Honorees: Florence & Steve Nacamulli 


It doesn’t take long to get to know our 
November volunteer honorees, Florence 
and Steve Nacamulli. One is immediate- 
ly struck by their warmth, compassion, 
social conscience, active interest in oth- 
ers and, most of all, their sense of humor. 
These qualities have served them wellin 
their five-year involvement with Sha’ar 
Zahav and in the contributions they have 
made. 

Florence spent her early days in Lake- 
wood, New Jersey though she and Steve 
were both raised in New York City. Both 
first generation 
Americans, Steve’s 
family was from 
Italy and Florence’s 
from Russia. Meet- 
ing 30 years ago, 
friends for years 
and domestic part- 
ners since 1970, 
they married in 
1979. 

The Nacamullis 
came to San Francisco in 1971 for a long 
weekend and never left. They moved to 
Sonoma County in 1976, but returned to 
San Francisco in 1984. Shortly thereafter 
they attended a Sha’ar Zahav Kol Nidre 
service with Steve’s brother and sister- 
in-law, Bob and Lorraine. They had 
heard that Sha’ar Zahav was “Reconser- 
vadox” and were intrigued. That service 
led to all the Nacamullis joining the con- 
gregation. 

“You know the attachment you feel 
when you connect with CSZ,” Florence 
says. Steve continues, “It was the first 
congregation where I felt welcomed as 
an Italian Jew.” Joining as a non-gay 
married couple has never felt unusual 
as they have felt that the overriding con- 
cern at CSZ was inclusion and not 
exclusion. Steve described CSZ as “my 
synagogue and not my mother’s.” 

One of the first people they met was 
Paul Cohen who introduced himself and 
made them feel at home. Paul impressed 
them with the myriad of activities in 
which CSZ was involved. They imme- 
diately joined the Bikkur Cholim 
Committee and continue as members of 
that committee to this day. Florence in 
particular was attracted by the fact that 
the committee visited nursing homes 
during Jewish holidays and led services 
at the Jewish Home for the Aged every 
three months. Florence now coordinates

the Jewish Holiday nursing home visits. 
Steve describes his role as a “shlepper,” 
using his truck to transport whenever 
necessary. For the last three years, Steve 
and Florence have coordinated the Yom 
Kippur AIDS Food Bank collections. 
They’ve also shlepped for the potlucks 
following our Christmas and Easter 
Project Open Hand efforts in which CSZ 
members relieve regular Open Hand 
volunteers by preparing and delivering 
meals to PWAs. 

Having lost significant numbers of 
their families in 
World War II, they 
appreciate CSZ’s 
leadership role and 
outreach activities 
in trying to end 
persecution and 
discrimination of 
** any kind in our 
« community. Their 
role as activists is 
mot recent, -oteve 
says, “I’ve never been mainstream.” Ac- 
tive in the Vietnam anti-war movement, 
Steve says he’s proud that he “hasn't 
been arrested too often.” Their volun- 
teerism at CSZ, they say, is not selfless. 
“The pleasure exceeds what we give and 
weare very proud to represent the syna- 
gogue.” Florence tells an exemplary 
story of a particular Passover visit to 
Hillhaven nursing home. One of the resi- 
dents they visited was 104 years old, 
frail and unresponsive. Florence, deter- 
mined to bring the holiday into her life, 
began singing “Dayeinu.” The resident's 
eyes lit up and she joined the group in 
song. 

Though Florence describes herself as

“driven” (Steve says she’s a workaholic), 
they both find time to volunteer. Those 
who know them know this is a sacrifice 
of their limited free time—both are self- 
employed. Florence is proud of her own 
bookkeeping service which specializes 
in working with non-profit organiza- 
tions. Steve’s business specializes in 
antique toys and collectibles. His family 
has been in the antique business for gen- 
erations. He describes himself as the 
present “Pee Wee King of California” as 
evidenced by the extent of Pee Wee Her- 
man merchandise in his basement. 
Florence says Steve is great at the an- 
tique business because “he knows what 
it is to be an antique.” Steve rebuts, 
“When we met 30 years ago, Florence 
was 16 and I was 3.” 

So what are their plans for the future? 
They are beginning to think of retire- 
ment, possibly living in Oregon at the 
shore, sitting on rocking chairs. It’s hard 
to think of them sitting for too long but it 
would be a well-deserved rest!

November 30, 1953-October 6, 1991 


J effrey Miller, Va’ad member, former building chair, and project coordinator for 
CSZ died from complications due to AIDS, Sunday, October 6. 
Jeffrey will be remembered by most as they look around the synagogue and 


feel his presence in .. 


. the guard pipes around the heater he installed, the 


warning signs he hung, the mail closet door which came off its track at least 
twice a month (that he put back on each time as if it was the first), and many 
other building projects he so lovingly accomplished. 

A quiet man with strong opinions which he voiced whenever necessary, he 
will be missed by his beloved friend Mark, his parents Bernie and Betty Miller, 
and all who knew and loved him. 

May his memory be for a blessing. 
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Rabbi Kahn began by citing the Talmu- 
dic injunction, “Do not separate from the 
community.”—an admonition he had 
found particularly apt the past week. On 
the previous Sunday, Rabbi Kahn had 
led three life-cycle events: an immersion 
ina mikveh, a baby-naming, and Jeffrey 
Miller’s memorial service. At each of these 
ceremonies, Rabbi Kahn was struck with 
the spiritual power of the community 
and the support it gives to him and to all 
who are a part of it. Support from the 
community, he said, is what enables him 
to make it through such painful and emo- 
tional days. (Our communal life at Sha’ar 
Zahav repeatedly affirms the wisdom of 
the talmudic idea that we not separate 
ourselves from our community.) 

Treasurer Brett Trueman reported that, 
because considerably more than antici- 
pated has been collected so far this year 
in both dues and High Holiday contri- 
butions, it is likely that we will have a 
surplus of approximately $15,000 over 
this year’s budget. He attributed our 
strong financial position to the recent 
restructuring of the dues schedule and 
to the High Holiday ticket policy. Next 
month, the Finance Committee will 
make suggestions on how this unex- 
pected money should be invested. 

The Va’ad then reviewed commit- 
ments suggested for individual Va’ad 
members by the Long Range Planning 
report. The board expressed general 
agreement with the idea that each Va'ad 
member should do the following: at- 
tend new member teas and/or chavurot 
and present information on leadership 
opportunities; continue and improve 
active “greeting” by leadership at ser- 
vices; and assume at least one leader- 
ship task beyond just attending Va’ad 
meetings. 

Va’ad members were concerned that 
already full schedules left little time to 
fulfill other Long Range Planning sug- 
gestions, such as board members writing 
occasional columns for the Forward, and 
joining additional synagogue commit- 
tees. Allan suggested that Va’ad 
members visit unfamiliar committees 
once ina while so that each member can 
have a better understanding of the syna- 
gogue as a whole. 

Committee reports began with the 
presentation of two families by Judy 
Schwartz; the Va’ad approved them for 
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membership. Ellen Gierson has been 
doing an enormous amount of work as 
building chair. She announced that our 
building has been inspected for fire 
safety and she will look into concerns 
about the fire safety of our new “seph- 
ardi” seating arrangement in the 
sanctuary. The Va’ad granted approval 
for Ellen to hire a structural engineer to 
inspect our building for earthquake 
safety, as well. 

Because our current sound system is 
inadequate and likely to break down 
soon, Ellen suggested the purchase of a 
new system for our sanctuary. Ellen had 
priced a variety of systems, and, on her 
recommendation, the Va’ad allocated up 
to $1000 from the Building Fund toward 
the purchase of a new sound system. 

Ellen also explained that, six years 
ago, plans were drawn up to finish the 
office manager’s office, but because of 
lack of funds, these plans were never 
pursued. Ellen emphasized the impor- 
tance of creating a better work space in 
that office, and offered a detailed de- 
scription of the necessary renovations 
and expenses. The Va’ad appointed Brett 
Trueman and Claudia Bernard to review 
Ellen’s suggestions, to look into a pos- 
sible concurrent renovation of the rabbi’s 
office and also to consider a policy about 
hiring union and/or lesbian/gay labor. 
The Va’ad will reconsider these renova- 
tions next month. Many members of the 
Va’ad expressed how impressed they 
were with Ellen’s work in all of these 
matters, and thanked her. 

Carolyn Pines, High Holiday co-chair, 
reported that High Holiday services 
went very smoothly. Carolyn had the 
following thoughts for next year: 

¢ The Unitarian Center, in her view, is 
the ideal location for High Holiday ser- 
vices. 

e Childcare should involve Jewish 
content, not just babysitting. 

¢ Perhaps there should be a flat rate 
for non-member tickets. 

e It was a good idea to require mem- 
bers to request guest tickets, rather than 
automatically sending them to all mem- 
bers. 

¢ We should promote tickets in sucha 
way that more members observe the 
ticket deadline. 

Many members of the Va’ad expressed 
their thanks to Carolyn for her hard 


work. On behalf of the Va’ad, Claudia 
expressed thanks to Nathan Robinson, 
Betty Kalis, and Scott Mezistrano for 
their wonderful work on High Holidays. 

Allan Gold, our president, reported 
that the Bikkur Cholim committee will 
be honored at services on November 15. 
In addition, Dana Vinicoff will be hon- 
ored for her years of directing the 
ensemble on December 6. Allan also 
suggested that we sponsor a theater 
party to see member Henry Mach’s play, 
“Dirty Dreams of a Clean-Cut Kid” at 
Josie’s Juice Joint in the Castro. Lisa Katz 
moved that we have such a party on 
Sunday, December 1, and the motion 
was approved. 

Sanford Friedman and Jerry Hipps, 
chairmen of the Chanukah party, sought 
the Va’ad’s advice on whether the party 
should be held at McAteer High School, 
the Millberry Union, or the Handi- 
capped Recreation Center. After 
considerable discussion, focusing on the 
advantages of an attractive setting ver- 
sus the presence of cooking facilities, 
the Va’ad demurred and decided to leave 
the question up to Jerry and Sanford. 

After an evaluation of our meeting, 
we adjourned with the singing of Oseh 
Shalom.
